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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 2, the prior art fails to disclose a fluorescent lamp lighting device 
comprising: an electrode filaments, a substrate, a capacitor, a positive temperature 
characteristic thermistor, a negative temperature characteristic thermistor, wherein 
those elements are connected in the manner as disclosed in claim 2, and wherein the 
positive characteristic thermistor and the negative characteristic thermistor are mounted 
on mutually different mounting surfaces. 

As to claims 3-11, those claims are allowed by the virtue of their dependency on 
claim 2. 

As to claim 12, the prior art fails to teach a fluorescent lamp lighting device 
comprising: an electrode filaments, a substrate, a capacitor, a positive temperature 
characteristic thermistor, a negative temperature characteristic thermistor, wherein 
those elements are connected in the manner as disclosed in claim 12, and wherein the 
negative temperature characteristic thermistor is mounted on a fluorescent light bulb 
side of the electronic lighting circuit substrate. 

As to claims 13 and 16-24, those claims are allowed by the virtue of their 
dependency on claim 12. 
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As to claim 14, the prior art fails to teach a fluorescent lamp lighting device 
comprising: an electrode filaments, a substrate, a capacitor, a positive temperature 
characteristic thermistor, a negative temperature characteristic thermistor, wherein 
those elements are connected in the manner as disclosed in claim 14, and wherein the 
positive temperature characteristic thermistor is mounted on a fluorescent light bulb side 
of the electronic lighting circuit substrate. 

As to claims 15 and 25-33, those claims are allowed by the virtue of their 
dependency on claim 14.

included description of the lighting circuitry and the drawing of the light 
bulb, however it does not explicitly mention about NTC or PTC.
